THE SOUTHERN NEGRO. 
A PLEA FOR HIS rapt BY THE REV. FAA. 


The Rev. F.8. Noble preached yesterday morn- 
ing in the Union Park Congregational Church, 
making u plea for the colored people in the 
South. He took his text from the fourth chap- 
ter of the Ephesians, twenty-fifth verse: For 
we are of one another.” 

He made an appeal in behalf of the Home Mis- 
sionary Society for the education of the negroes 
of the South. The question of helping one another 
was & matter of personal interest. He held that 
neither race, party, nor denomination should 
enter into it. On the ground of self-protection 
and self-denial it was our duty to put schools and 


meeting-houses in the Southern tier of States. 


The duties of the Christian and patriot demand- 
ed of him that he should assist in educating the 
South in religion and civilization. The question 
was whether the South was to be the same to the 
United States as Scotiand was to England, or as 
Ireland oy" — on — mead hg — 4 — 
of trouble, an ormer a and assoc .

As long as men were driven out 
of legislative balls because their skins were 
black, and long streams of refugees were driven 
out from the South, it was our duty to step into 
save these eg ignorant people. The work 
should not ag or be given up. In sixteen 
States of the Union upwards of 15 per cent 
of the children do not attend school, yet one- 
half were growing up to wield the ballots. In six 
of the States the majority of the voters could 
neither read nor write. The six Hlectoral votes 
of Alabama had as much voice as the six Elect- 
oral votes of an intelligent Northern State. The

They controlled and made our laws 
and tariffs. Could we say to the South that if 
they did not want schools, and enterp 


ft, and wealth, they could wi 
The speaker favored univereal audlrege. A 


erty dependent upon manhood was the safest. 
But ignorance was, nevertheless, a dangerous 
thing. The blind Samson of to-day was the 
ignorant 1 — with the baliot in his hand. The 
wielding of ignorant suffrage was a menace to 
ace of the State. We do not put matches 
in the hands of children to play with near hay- 
mows. The man who. wielded the ballot should 
have education to properly wield that ballot: 
The voter should be educated, whether he be 
Dlack or white. The speaker believed that what 
had been fostered by the Nation in the South 
could not be undone so far as education 
was ooncerned. This would dave to be done by 
benevolent organization. The spelling-book and 
New. Testament, the teacher and preacher who 
had accomplished the great in the New 
England States could do the same in the South, 
where the colored people at least stood ready to 
receive them. Weowed it to ourselves to save 
these colored millions in the South. The hope 
for the South and the whoie United States lay 
in the perfection of our system of education. 
A collection in behelf of the educati 

fund for the South was then taken up. 


UNHAPPY IRELAND. 
SERMON BY THE REV. R. . POPE.

With blind and 
fanatical religious zeal they have for centuries 
borne the yoke of a foreign ecclesiastical des- 
potism far more galling than even the oppres- 
sion of English rule. Yet have they clung to it 
with all the warmth of their ardent natures, and 
have kissed the rod that smote them. They 
have been patriots, ready to sacrifice them- 

“sejves in their devotion to their native land, and 
yet have scarcely had a country that by any title 
they could call their own. Their most galiant 
struggies have been not only fruitiess, but al- 
most aimiess. Their temporary successes have 
been marked with such cruelty, and have been 
characterized by such blunders, as to show 
them to be unworthy of self-government, and 
incompetent to perceive it were it granted. 
Once again they appeal to more fortunate com - 
munities for the bread without Which many of 
their children must perish with the pangs of 
hunger, or from the diseases which famine 
brings in its train. Once again the story of their 
woes, their history with its auspicious begin- 
ning,—but with unvarying sadness since that be- 
ginning,—demand our attention and ciaim our 
sympathy.

HOLINESS. 
SERMON BY DR. THOMAS. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas, previous to preaching 
yesterday morning, referred to the recent cele- 
bration of the twenty-fifth anniversary of his 
marriage as follows: 

I cannot, my friends,well refrain from making 
some allusion to the very pleasant reception 
that you gave us on Friday evening of last week 
in memory of our twenty-fifth anniversary. In 
these twenty-five years of our life before the 
world we have received only kindness,—kindness 
and good will everywhere. When, twenty-five 
years ago, we began our work in Iowa, the 
country was new and the people not wealthy. 
For four years of that life we received ouly $300 
a year upon which to live, but shared our lives 


| with the people; and, what was worth 


more to us than money, we had the 
good will, and have it yet, of 
thousands of people in that beautiful State. 
Eleven years we came to this city, first to 
Park Avenue. We were strangers, but we were 
met with open hearts, and received many tender 
expressions of the love and sympathy of that 
con tion. Then we were three years at the 
First Church in this city,and those were years of 
‘Kindness,—of very great kindness on the part not 
only of the chureh but of the larger outside 
world. In all the places of business, in all the 
billiard halls, and every place where my work 
called me, I was met with sympathy, and felt 
that there was in the hearts of these outside peo- 
ple a very appreciation of aux effort that 
might be made to do them good. en we were 
two years at Aurora,—years that will ever bear 
the memo of sorrow, and yet no two 
years of our life were ever blessed with tenderer 
or warmer, or more lov hearts than we found 
in Aurora. Itis nearly three years since we 
came to this church [Centenary], and here, as 
elsewhere, we have found the same sympathy, 
the same heipffilness; and more than once have 
you, in tender and delicate ways, expressed that 
symnpathy to us. The last occasion was that of 
our anniversary to which I referred. Aud I re- 
oiced, and Mrs. Thomas rejoiced, all that even- 
in the friendships that were about us, in the 
good will that money cannot buy, in the general 
athering of hearts from all the churches and 
rom the outside worid. 

Society has, my friends, in various ways, sym- 
Dolized and given expression to truths; 
not, I suppose, in any studied way, but through 
a kind of .common feeling or agreement. And 
one of these beautiful symbolizations is found 
in the different manners in which custom ob- 
serves annive days. There is, I think 
though I haven't kept very close account of 
these things, the first anniversary,—whatis called 
a wooden wedding; and then, some years later, 
comes a tin 1 and then, a little later, a 
china wedding; and then, at the end of twenty- 
five years, comes a silver wedding. Now, there is 
a way of torturing these expressions and making 
them say that any man and woman who can live 
together in this world one year deserve a wooden 
wedding for such sacrifice [smiles}; andif they 
live together five years they deserve a tin wed- 
ding, and for fifteen years they should be ro- 
membered with china, and for twenty-five years 


the world should attest its gratitude in silver. |

A DEMOCRATIC SURRENDER. 

The present session of Congress, under the 
organization and rule of the Democrats, who 
have a majority in both Houses, has been 
managed solely with reference to the ap- 
proaching Presidential election. The policy 
of silence and inactivity was openly pro- 
claimed at the beginning of the session. The 
uniform defeats which the Democrats met 
with last fall, following upon the extra ses- 
sion of the summer, warned them that their 
reactionary policy had alarmed the people of 
the North, and that a further indulgence of 
their nullifying proclivities would surely 
cost the party the Presidential election. 
Hence the caucus declared that the only 
safety for the party was to be sought in a 
say-nothing and do-nothing program. The 
resolution has been pretty strictly obeyed. 
But there was a legacy from the extra session 
that had to be disposed of~viz.: the defi- 
ciency in the appropriations for the pay of 
the Marshals, which had been withheld in 
order to defeat the execution of the National 
Election law. The Democrats have ap- 
proached this matter in fear and trembling. 
They have settled ft, at last, by an unwilling 
surrender to the law which has been sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court. 

Itis true that the Democrats would not 
pass the appropriation for the deficiency in 
the pay of the Marshals without attaching a 
“rider” to the bill, They demanded this 
much concession to the ultra position they 
took at the extra session. But the “rider” 
in question is not objectionable in itself, and 
will probably mot attract an Executive 
veto. It is objectionable on the general 
ground that it is always an irregular and 
dangerous practice to pass political legisla- 
tion or amend existing laws by means of an 
appropriation law. Legislation thus attained 
is always an implied menace to the Execu- 
tive right of veto. It was on this actount 
thatthe Republicans voted almost solidly 
against the amendment, which provides that 
Special Deputy-Marshals of election shall 
receive as compensation no more than $5 a 
day, and that they shall be selected “in equal 
numbers from the different political parties.” 
in agreeing to this amendment, however, 
the Democrats have acknowledged the 
validity of the National Election law, and 
have estopped themselves, in all consistency 
and all decency, from any further attempt to 
nullify that law or cripple its enforcement in 
the pene election 22 fall.

Ewing, of Ohio, virtually 
confessed this much in the speech which he 
made on the subject. He warned the Demo- 
crats that, if they refused to acquiesce in the 
Election law and provide for its execution, 
they would “find the cry of nullification go 
up in the next campaign from every hilltop 
and valley in the North.” Randall took the 
floor and made a special effort to secure the 
passage of the Deficiency bill, though pro- 
claiming that the Democrats still believed 
the Election law to be unconstitutional. Cox 
denounced the Supreme Court in outrageous 
terms for sustaining the constitutionality of 
the law, but he did not dare vote against it. 
The only trreconcilables and last-ditchers ”’ 
who refused to vote for the appropriation 
were Blackburn, Hooker, Hurd, Knott, and 
Turner of Kentucky. They were the only 
men on the Democratic side who declined 
to sacrifice their convictions to party advan- 
It may well be doubted whether this sur- 
render of the Democrats will be of service to 
them. It is perfectly clear to the country 
that their only purpose has been to gain a 
partisan advantage. They ask for public 
confidence on false pretenses. They surren- 
der to the people only to acquire a stronger 
hold upon the Government than they now 
have, and, when they shall have thus gained 
their point they will betray the popular con- 
fidence which their semblance to submission 
to the law is designed to secure.

THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT AND THE 
ö JESUITS. 

The recent defeat of Art. 7 of Jules Fer- 
ry’s Education bill, in the French Senate, will 
probably cause much disturbance in France. 
The passage of the article was regarded as a 
necessity by the large majority of French 
Republicans, It was defeated by a junction 
of the Royalists and Imperialists with the 
Centre or Conservative Republicans, who 
were led in their opposition by Jules Simon, 
Dufaure, and Laboulaye. The French Min- 
istry have expressed the determination not to 
‘propose the article again in any modified 
form, and now declare their intention to en- 
force existing laws for the expulsion of the 
Jesuits from French territory. These are 
the most infiuential of the non-authorized 
religious organizations to which the article 
in question had reference, and it is probable 
that the attempt to expel them will cause a 
good deal of disorder between their sympa- 
thizers and those Republicans who recognize 
the necessity for the passage of the article. 
Itis said that the Cabinet, in order to meet 
this difficulty, will apply for authority to de- 
clare martial law in those localities where 
collisions and breaches of the peace are liable 
to occur. 

The necessity for the passage of some law 
in France to restrict and govern the educa 
tion of French youth by the, clergy can 
scarcely bedoubted. Measures to control in- 
struction imparted by the non-authorized re- 
ligious societies are especially necessary. As 
they are not subjected to any of the rules by 
which education in France is legally gov- 
emed, their whole course of instruction is 
antagonistic to liberal ideas and is caleu- 
lated to create a feeling of hostility to re- 
publican government. Their teaching is 
monarchical in its tendency. It has nothing 
in common with religious or political free- 
dom. It is absolutely opposed to the princi- 
ples: on which the French Government 18 
based. Its natural result, therefore, is to 
make of every Frenchman who passes 
through their schools an opponent of all re- 
publican institutions. 

But, besides this objectionable character of 
the instruction these non-authorized organi- 
zations impose upon their pupils, the number 
of their schools in France has now become 
80 great as to excite alarm. This number is 
being rapidly increased by them with re- 
markable energy. The thoroughness of 
their instruction, the admirable manner in 
which their schools are conducted, the adop- 
tion in their buildings of every means which 
the health and comfort of their scholars re- 
quire, make their institutions far preferable 
in every respect to those of the Government. 
Recent discussions of the subject in both 
Chambers show that the schools of the Gov- 
ernment are much behind the times in every 
necessary feature, and that they are in no 
sense Comparable to those of the unauthor- 
ized religious societies. The colleges of 
the Jesuits especially are said to sur- 
pass all others in the excellence of 
their arrangements andin the skill and ca- 
pacity of their teachers. It is alleged that 
the Jesuit schools have been exceptionally 
prominent in teaching doctrines hostile to 
French freedom. For this reason the bill has 
been regarded as particularly directed 
against them. In a récent statement pub- 
lished by the French Government it is shown 
that there are now in France ninety-three un- 
authorized religious corporations for men. 
They are scattered among eighty-one depart- 
ments, possess 446 monastic houses, and are 
composed of about 7,439 members. For 
women there are 406 communities, similarly 
unanthorized. These possess 950 convents, 
and number 13,904 individuals, of whom 6,655 
are engaged in teaching. About 3,500 are 
employed in hospitals, asylums, ete., while 
the remainder, who lead cloistered lives, 
spend their time in the conduct of relig- 
ious services and in the work of propagan- 
dism. Three departments of France only 
are free from unauthorized nuns. The 
unlicensed male organizations have estab- 
lishments in all but four. The Jesuits, three 
times expelled from France, now own pros- 

perous institutions in fifty-one out of eighty- 
one departments. In 1877 they had seventy- 
four residencies in France, which included 
six large seminaries, two smaller ones, and 
thirty-one freecolieges. They are now build- 
ing, or have just completed, two new colleges, 
and are ecquiring a leading influence 
over the Catholic universities, which have 
recently been instituted. It has been found 
that the unauthorized communities, both

which these organizations supply. Another 
strong reason why it would have been wiser 
to postpone for the present the measure pro- 
posed by Art. 7 is to be found in the fact that 
the non-authorized societies have acquired a 
strong hold upon the country. They have 
known how to win the confidence of many 
families. artz supported and sustained 
by a large party of infiuential and leading 
citizens.

RUSSIAN FACTIONS. 

Karl Blind has contributed a paper to the 
International Review upon the present rev- 
olutionary movement in Russia, which gives 
avery graphic picture of the numerous ele- 
ments at work in the Empire agitating and 
plotting for change. They can hardly be 
called parties, but should rather, like the 
German factions, be classified into groups. 
There are the Nihilists, who also are subdi- 
vided into sects, who have no future pur- 
pose in view,—their present object being the 
destruction of all existing institutions, leav- 
ing time and chance to develop order out of 
anarehy, if such a thing de possible; the 
Socialists, who are bent upon revolution, but 
in a more peaceable manner than the Nihil- 
ists ; the Democrats, who are desirous for the 
convocation of a National Assembly upon 


the principle of universal suffrage; the Con- 


stitutional Monarchists, who would be 
glad to obtain any form of pariia- 
mentary government; the Pan-Russians 
of the Katkoff school: and the Pan- 
Slavists of the Aksakoff, Tchernaieff, 
and Fadieff school, who aim at further ex- 
tension in the direction of India, Persia, 
Turkey, Hungary, the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, and even Germany; and behind all 
these factions, it might be added, there is a 
discontented, oppressed peasantry, already 
beginning to agitate land-reforms, and the 
large educated class, outraged at the restric- 
tions placed upon school and university sys- 
tems. Karl Blind very aptly describes Rus- 
sia when he says: “ What is Russia from a 
political and administrative point of view? 
It is an immense building with a European 
exterior, decorated with a European front- 
age, but furnished and administered inside 
on the Asiatic pattern. The vast majority 
of Russian officials, disguised in more or 
less European costumes, proceed, in the 
exercise of their functions, like veritable 
Tartars.” ‘The inconsistency of the Rus- 
sian system of government is in nothing 
more clearly shown than its laws. No nation 
on earth hasso many of them. Its code is 
comprised in fifteen thick volumes of more 
than a thousand pages each, and every year 
new supplements are issued. Surely such a 
nation ought to be well governed, if its laws 
are enforced, but the very first article of the 
first volume places the Ozar above all laws. 
He can disregard or nullify them at his pleas- 
ure. When it is considered that this remark- 
able power is placed in the hands of a des- 
potic, misanthropic, morbid, half-insane ruler, 
liable to uncontrollable moods of frenzy, the 
discontent of his people is not to be wondered 
at, nor will it be surprising if the struggle 
goes on until he is compelled to surrender 
his authority absolutely, taking it away from 
the present military dictator and placing it 
in the hands of his natural and more liberal 
successor, in whom the Russian people have 
confidence.

THE BRAZILIAN FAMINE. 

The Hon Herbert H. Smith has sent to the 
New York Tribune an urgent appeal for 
help for the famine-stricken districts of 
Brazil. His reports, which are corroborated 
by: letters from Col, John Hay, of the State 
Department at Washington, and Andrew 
Cone, Esq., the United States Consul at Per- 
nambuco, show a condition of suffering and 
mortality by the side of which the famine 
in Ireland almost appears insignificant. 

The famine-stricken district is included 
between the Rivers Parnahyba and San 
Francisco, in that part of Brazil known as 
the Sertao. The region is subject to periodic- 
al droughts, the present one having begun in 
1877, when the winter rains were almost en- 
tirely wanting, so that the crops failed and 
the cattle died for want of food. Mr. Smith 
says: By July of that year a third of the 

were begging for food; by No- 
vember nine-tenths of the cattle had died, 
and rich and poor alike were suffering from 
hunger. The whole country was dried up, 
so that not even a green leaf or blade of 
grass could be seen, except along a few fertile 
hillsides.” At this time the famine deaths 
ran up to ten or fifteen a day. In 1878, the 
second year, the drought continued, and the 
famine and panic-stricken people rushed 
from the inferior country to the coast cities. 
In the single Province of Ceara 500,000 people 
left and 150,000 died on the road of starvation. 
In the early part of the year fevers and other 
epidemics appeared, and, later, small-pox. 
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Out of the 900,000 Who inhabited the Prov- 
ince of Ceara in 1876, 200,000 have died of star- 
vation and 800,000 of pestilénce ; while of those 
who are left two-thirds are fed at public ex- 
pense, with the hard prospect staring them in 
the face that the Government aid may be 
withdrawn, as the Brazilian Treasury is now 
nearly exhausted. The scene is one of un- 
qualified horror. Disease is continually 
spreading. In some cases the wretched 
creatures have been compelled to resort to 
cannibalism. The cattle are all dead. The 
rivers are dried up. There is no employment 
for those who can work and have flocked to 
the cities on the coast. Agriculture, of course, 
is utterly destroyed. Beggary even is im- 
possible, for rich as well as poor are alike 
starving. The incidents described by Mr. 
Smith and Consul Cone are almost too hor- 
rible for belief. If any suceor is to come 
to these suffering thousands it must 
come from abroad; and humanity pleads so 
forcibly that Christian charity ought not to 
hesitate as to its duty. Our people have 
been generous f Ireland, where not a tithe 
of the horrible misery prevails which is 
sweeping off the people of Brazil by thou- 
sands. Ireland appeals more directly to us 
because we have so many of her people 
among us; but we have already come to her 
rescue in a generous manner, and certainly 
can spare something in our time of prosperity 
for the suffering Brazilians, whose necessi- 
ties far outweigh those of the Irish, 


AN IMPOLITIC CHANGE. 

Eugene Smith discusses the question of 
convict labor in the current number of the 
Princeton Review. It is a question constant- 
ly recurring and often agitated. The work- 
ingman considers it a personal wrong,tending 
to depress wages and diminish the demand 
for free labor. The citizen estimates it from 
a double standpoint. As a measure of re- 
form he believes in teaching the convict a 
trade and making him work at it. As a mat- 
ter affecting the revenue, he believes in it as 
tending to render the Penitentiaries self- 
supporting. Jails and reformatory institu- 
intended to be 
branches of the State financial system; that 
is a secondary consideration. If they can be 
rendered self-supporting and equally effect- 

ual as punitive institutions, and not affect 
the honest labor of the honest man who 
keeps out of them, then prison labor may be 
considered unobjectionable. Mr. Smith takes 
a middle ground between those who would 
do away with convict labor—so far as the 

results of it eome into the market in compe- 
tition with free labor—and with the class 
who believe in so managing the penal ins- 
tutions that they shall become a source of 
profit. His conclusions briefly stated are 
that the contract system should be gradually 
abolished. The State should acquire owner- 
ship of the machinery and equipment of iis 
prison workshops. The prison should be 
conducted under the se administration of 
the State and regulated on the principles 
summarized in a recent réport to the Legis- 
lature of Pennsylvania: “Teaching each 
prisoner a full trade, avoiding the use of 
machinery, disposing of the product of con- 
vict labor in the open market, where the best 
article commands the highest price, and con- 
fining, as far as possible, the industries 
taught to those articles that are used in pub- 
lie, and penal, and charitable institutions 
supported by taxation.“ That is, prison 
labor should be maintained, but the contract 
system abolished. | 
Some of the facts quoted in support of the 
proposition that the contract system repre- 
sents a net loss to the State, which must be 
made good by taxation, are interest- 
ing. In one Penitentiary in New 
York, for instance, the profits of the 
contractor amounted to 66 per cent 
of the capital invested. In another, the con- 
tractor employed $35,000 capital and the net 
profits were $22,857. There are not less than 
90,000 convicts at hard labor in the United 
States, and their effect upon the market must 
be appreciable. They work unremittingly 
and continuously. Auburn Prison alone 
manufactures one-fifth of all the iron axlesin 
use in the United States. It is estimated 
that from Sing Sing Prison comes one-quarter 
of all the felt hats, both for men’s and 
women’s wear, made in the State of New 
York. Again, convict labor is unduly con- 
centrated upon certain lines of production, 
Out of 1,500 convicts at Sing Sing, 900 were 
engaged in the manufacture of stoves; at the 
Kings County Penitentiary all the convicts 
make shoes. Again, convict labor is too 
cheap. In 1877 the coutract price per diem 
for the labor of each convict was: Massa- 
chusetts, 52 cents; Maryland, 25 cents; Rhode 
Island, 50 cents; New Jersey, 50 cents; Sing 
Sing, 88 to 40 cents; Albany, 40 to 60 cents. 
Free labor at the same employments ranged 
from $1 up. a 

Labor must prevail in penal institutions. 
Mr. Smith believes in the Crofton system, 
which makes ita prize and reward, and is 
used in England and Denmark. We do not 
exactly see how any of Mr. Smith’s recom- 
mendations remedy the complaint of the 
workingman, except by equalizing the rate 
of wages within and without the prison- 
walls. But then, if the contract system is 
abolished, no wages at all would be paid. 
The State would become a mere manufactur- 
ing corporation, having the advantage of 
using labor costing, after deducting cost of 
machinery and material, no more than at 
present, and under its absolute despotic con- 
trol. The State would use its reformatory 
institutions to make money. The only bene- 
fit derived from the change would be a pos- 
sible reduction of State taxation consequent 
upon increased revenue. But men are weak, 
and we doubt if the surplus revenue would 
be a very important factor in reducing State 
expenses for many years after the change 
took place. The problem is a difficult one to 
solve. Mr. Smith’s remedy does not seem 
much better than the disease. The contract 
system may need modification and change; 
but the States can hardly afford to enter into 
competition with private manufacturers. Nor 
would such a system greatly please the

THE FAMINE IN BRAZIL. 


Awful Suffering and Mortality—A Prov- 
imee BDesolated, and a Multitude of 
People Dead or Dying.

of N ern Brazil, which extended along the 
Sertao\the term Sertao simply means the in- 
terior of a country as opposed to the coast; the 
inhabitants of the Sertao are called Sertanejos), 
or interior, from the headwaters of the Rio 
Medeirio to the Sierra Araripe, which separates 
the Province of Ceara from Pernambuco. The 
climate is hot and dry, except on the coast, 
where it is modified by the sea breezes. There 
is not a single navigable river in the province, 
but the Sertao is watered by a host of little 
rivers, all flowing directly into the ocean. It 
has been valuaovle for pasturage, and Ceara was 
noted for its cattle, particularly its fine horses. 
Ceara is an agricultural province, covering an 


area of 4,681 square miles, and its inhabitants. 


are, for the most part, intelligent and indus- 
trious farmers. Cotton, coffee, and sygar-cane 
were extensively cultivated, its principal export 
pega cotton, ite greatest source of wealth the 
cattle commerce. The rainy season begins in 
January and laste till June.

Hie Will Apply to the Supreme Gears 
for a Supersedeas.
